SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

PRESENT  POSITION  AND  FUTURE  SCHEMES 


In  last  year’s  Annual  Report  I  gave  full  details  of  the  schemes 
carried  out  since  1950  together  with  costs „  Details  were  also 
given  of  the  existing  schemes  and  their  adequacy  to  deal  with 
the  flow  of  sewage  from  the  various  communities.  The  Council 
will,  therefore,  he  aware  of  the  position  as  regards  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  in  the  various  Parishes  and  other  communities 
of  the  Rural  District. 

The  Ministry  have  recently  ashed  all  Rural  Authorities  for  a 
statement  of  the  present  position  and  future  schemes  envisaged 
within  the  next  ten  years. 


These  are  classified  under  the  f ollowing  categories 

(a)  Effectively  sewered  (i.e.  all  exept  outlying 
properties  c  onnected  or  connectable  to  a  system 
or  main  drainage  with  no  further  extension 
contemplated) ; 

(b)  Partly  sewered  and  with  further  extensions  in 
prospect; 

(c)  Partly  sewered  and  with  no  further  extensions  in 
prospect ; 

(d)  Not  sewered,  but  whole  or  partial  sewerage  intended; 

(e)  Not  sewered  and  no  sewerage  contemplated. 


In  categories  (b)  and  (d)  the  probable  year  of  commencement  of 
work  is  shown  together  with  an  approximate  estimate  of  cost,  on 
today’s  prices,  of  works  grant  aidable  under  Circular  No:  15/61. 

In  category  (b)  the  number  of  properties  at  present  served  by 
main  drainage  is  given  and  in' both  categories  (b)  and  (d)  the 
additional  properties  now  existing  to  be  connected  or  which  will 
be  connectable  when  proposals  are  carried  out.

MAINTENANCE  OF  SEWERS  AND  SEW/  GE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 

At  the  present  time  we  have  a  mobile  gang  with  two  Land  Rovers 
covering  the  majority  of  the  Rural  District,  In  certain  parishes 
and  small  hamlets  we  have  part-time  caretakers  all  of  whom  are 
supervised  by  our  Public  Health  Department’s  general  foreman. 

During  1964  new  schemes  will  come  into  operation  at  Holcombe  Rogus, 
Burlescombe  and  Westleigh,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  start  will  be 
made  on  schemes  for  Butterleigh,  Cruwys  Morchard  -  Nomansland,  Cruwys 
Morchard  -  Pennymoor,  Silverton  and  possibly  Hemyock.  We  also  have 
a  very  full  programme  for  196.5  and  1966,  It  will,  therefore,  be 
necessary  for  us  to  reconsider  the  staffing  of  the  maintenance 
department  in  the  light  of  all  these  additional  works.  In  some 
cases,  it  may  be  possible  to  obtain  part-time  staff  in  the  parishes 
concerned,  but  wherever  possible  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  the 
Council  to  have  the  work  c  arried  out  by  members  of  the  mobile  gang 
under  the  supervision  of  the  foreman. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supply  to  the  District  is  from  the  mains  of  the  North 
Devon  Water  Board,  and  their  Officers  have  supplied  the  following 
information: - 

(a)  i.  The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  throughout  the  Rural 

District  has  been  satisfactory,  but  with  few  instances 
when  reports  of  bacteriological  analyses  on  samples  have 
shown  the  presence  of  coliform  organisms  in  small  numbers 
-  as  detailed  on  page  13. 

ii.  The  quantity  supplied  has  been s uff icient ,  constant  supplies 
being  available  from  all  mains  of  distribution  systems  in 
the  area. 

Temporary  inconstancy  of  supplies  experienced  in  recent 
years  in  the  Thorverton,  Silverton,  Bradninch  and 
Cullompton  areas  has  been  overcome  by  the  completion  of 
the  Little  Silver  to  Thorverton  scheme  during  the  year  and 
during  1962  the  completion  of  the  9"  feeder  main  from 
Woodgate  reservoir  (at  Culmstock)  into  Uficulme, 

The  completion  of  the  trunk  main  from  Bickham  Moor  through 
Oakford  and  Bampton  to  Shillingford  has  enabled  the  Board 
to  take  out  of  commission  the  three  local  spring  sources, 
which  were  of  constant  concern  to  the  Board's  staff. 

(b)  Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Exeter,  of  samples  of  raw  and 
treated  waters  taken  from  all  sources  and  distribution 
systems,  as  detailed  in  the  schedule  already  referred  to. 

The  number  of  chemical  analyses  of  raw  and  treated  samples 
from  Church  stanton,  Newcombe,  Sheldon  and  Bickham  was  463. 

At  Churchstanton  considerable  improvement  in  the  quality  of 
the  raw  water  from  the  catchment  area,  has  been  brough 
about  by  the  collection  of  surface  water  from  a  farm  and 
the  discharge  into  the  drainage  system. 

(c)  Lime  treatment  for  the  correction  of  the  pH  is  carried  out 
at  Churchstanton;  at  Newcombe  and  Sheldon  the  water  is 
passed  through  lime  stone  beds,  as  is  also  the  case  at 
Butterleigh,  which  is  due  to  be  taken  out  of  commission 


on/ . . . 
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on  completion  of  the  trunk  main  scheme  recently  approved 
hy  the  Ministry. 

(d)  i.  A  sample  taken  from  the  Butterleigh/Bickleigh  distribution 
system  on  5th  November  showed  the  presence  of  50  coliform 
organisms  per  100  ml.  The  cause  was  investigated  immed¬ 
iately  on  receipt  of  the  provisional  24  hour  incubation 
report;  a  fault  at  the  hypochlor inator  was  found  and  put 
right  and  the  distribution  system  was  flushed  out.  A  check 
sample  taken  on  8th  November  proved  negative. 

ii.  During  November,  samples  taken  from  the  distribution  system 
at  Shillingford  showed  the  presence  of  coliform  organisms. 
All  possible  sources  of  the  infection  along  the  route  of 
the  main  from  Bampton  and  the  system  at  Shillingford  were 
investigated,  but  no  likely  cause  whatsoever  was  found.  The 
system  was  sterilized  by  injecting  chlorine  solution  over  a 
period  of  several  days. 

iii.  At  Churchstanton  Waterworks,  as  already  mentioned,  contam¬ 
ination  of  the  water  collected  from  the  catchment  area  was 
traced  to  surface  water  from  Higher  Munty  Farm.  Drains  have 
been  laid  from  the  farm  to  the  drainage  system.

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PUBLI C  3WIMM I NG  BATH 


The  only  public  swimming  hath  in  the  district  is  situated  at 
Old  Well  Roadhouse,  Waterloo  Cross,  Uffculme.  The  size  of  the  hath 
is  75  feet  hy  25  feet.  The  swimming  hath  is  open  from  May  to 
September  and  during  that  period  weekly  samples  of  the  water  are 
taken  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination.  With  regard  to  the f iltration  of  the  water,  a 
Mr.  Stokes  has  now  taken  over  the  Old  Well  Roadhouse  and  has 
suggested  installing  a  proper  filtration  plant  at  a  cost  of  nearly 
£300.  Whilst  it  may  not  be  possible  to  install  this  plant  for 
1964,  it  will  almost  certainly  be  installed  for  1965;  instead  of 
hand  chlorination,  chlorination  would  be  carried  out  by  an  auto¬ 
matic  system. 


This  swimming  bath  is  still  used  by  children  attending  the 
County  Schools  a t  Uffculme,  Cullompton,  Willand  and  t he  Bradfield 
Special  School. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  19U9 


The  Council  carried  out  its  obligations  under  this  Act  and  a 
full-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  for  this  purpose.  We  have 
contracts  to  clear  the  rats  from  a  number  of  farms  where  treat¬ 
ments  are  carried  out  on  an  average  of  four  times  per  year.  The 
Council’s  sewers  are  treated  regularly,  as  also  are  the  refuse  tips 
at  Gaddon  Down  and  Bampton.  Private  dwellings  are  not  covered  by 
the  contract  services,  but  ratepayers  can  ask  for  the  services  of 
our  Rodent  Operator  and  the  charges  are  reasonable. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 


During  the  year  under  review  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
demand  on  the  services  of  our  refuse  collection  system,  especially 
from  outlying  farms  and  small  hamlets  where  a  monthly  collection 
is  not  considered  to  be  adequate. 

During  the  very  bad  weather  in  the  early  months  of  the  year, 
our  staff  worked  under  extremely  difficult  conditions  to  collect 
refuse  from  the  outlying  areas.  The  Land  Rover  proved  extremely 
useful  in  bringing  the  refuse  down  from  hamlets  and  isolated 
dwellings,  when  the  roads  were  partially  blocked  by  snow  drifts. 

It  is  noticeable  that  during  the  past  few  years,  the  bulk  of 
refuse  has  increased,  there  being  far  more  cardboard,  oaper  and 
tins  than  hitherto,  and  a  decrease  in  the  amount  of  ashes.  This  in 
itself  wrill  present  a  problem  in  time,  owing  to  the  length  of  haul 
between  the  villages  and  the  central  tip  at  Gaddon  Down.  It  will 
probably  be  necessary  for  the  Council  to  purchase  a  newer  type  of 
refuse  vehicle  with  a  compression  mechanism,  in  order  to  pack  the 
laod  into  a  smaller  space  and  thereby  economise  on  the  number  of 
trips  to  and  from  the  refuse  tip.  Householders  can  also  help  in 
keeping  down  the  quantity  of  refuse  by  burning  all  combustible 
refuse 

It  is  not  now  an  economical  proposition  to  collect  salvage  in 
the  Rural  District,  owing  to  the  high  cost  of  transport.

Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

Implementation  of  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
has  continued  during  the  year.  There  has  been  no  necessity  for 
prosecution  in  any  instance. 

The  larger  establishments  have  been  visted  by  me  and  particular 
attention  has  been  paid  to  the  necessity  of  proper  sanitary 
conveniences  and  proper  hand  washing  facilities  being  provided  for 
the  use  of  employees.  Wherever  possible,  the  use  of  paper  towels 
has  been  advised  in  preference  to  t  he  various  types  of  roller  hand 
towels,  it  being  felt  that  there  is  no  possible  risk  of  reinfecting 
the  hands  after  washing  if  disposable  paper  towels  are  used.

IMPLEMENTATION  OF  THE  MEAT  REGULATIONS  1965 


Object  of  the  Regulations 

The  above  mentioned  regulations  came  into  force  on  the  1st 
October  1963 .  The  object  of  these  regulations  was  to  secure 
the  inspections  of  all  meat  (100%  inspection)  by  local 
authorities  officers  before  it  is  removed  from  the  slaughter¬ 
house  „  A  legal  obligation  is,  therefore,  placed  on  all 
local  authorities  to  have  meat  produced  in  their  district 
inspected,  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption,  and  marked 
by  the  inspector.  Local  authorities  have  a  period  of  two 
years  in  wnich  to  tighten  up  their  inspection  procedure  and, 
at  the  end  of  this  time,  all  meat  produced  in  a  particular 
district  must  be  inspected  and  marked  in  accordance  w ith  the 
regulations.  The  regulations  call  for  a  much  more  thorough 
inspection  than  hitherto  and  require  that  wherever  possible 
the  inspection  be  made,  whilst  the  carcase  is  being  dressed. 

In  addition  to  the  carcase  all  offals  including  the  heads, 
lips,  tongues  and  gums  must  be  examined  and  this  includes  sheep 
as  well  as  all  other  animals. 


Meat  Inspectors 


With  the  increasing  throughput  at  Lloyd  Maunder  Limited  as 
shown  by  the  figures  given  in  the  preceeding  table,  the  Council 
realise  that  the  number  of  inspectors  engaged  on  this  work  will 
have  to  be  increased. 

The  number  of  qualified  Meat  Inspectors  available  for  this  type 
of  work  is  limited,  and  the  position  is  likely  to  be  aggravated 
by  the  demands  made  by  local  authorities  with  slaughtering 
establishments,  as  a  result  of  the  implementation  of  the  new 
regulations.  The  Council  is,  therefore,  endeavouring  to  obtain 
additional  inspectors  as  soon  as  possible.  We  are  also 
seriously  considering  a  training  scheme  for  school  leavers  who 
may  be  interested  in  taking  up  Meat  Inspection. 


Inspection  Procedure 


The  co-operation  of  Lloyd  Maunder  Limited  is  also  being  sought 
in  making  the  necessary  improvements  at  their  establishment  to 
enable  the  inspectors  to  carry  out  this  work,  as  it  is  necessary 
for  aLl  the  offals  to  be  identified  with  their  respective  carcases 
until  the  completion  of  the  inspection. 


Conclusions 


Provided  that  the  Council  can  obtain  additional  Inspectors,  and 
Lloyd  Maunder  Limited  co-operate  with  us  on  this  matter,  there 
is  every  reason  to  say  that  at  the  end  of  the  two  year  tighten¬ 
ing  up  period,  we  shall  be  in  a  position  to  mark  all  carcases 
and  fully  implement  the  regulations.
